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Observe Navy Day 

Throughout the nation last Saturday 
there was observed the thirteenth annual 
celebration of Navy Day. 

At every naval station “open house” 
was announced and hundreds of thou- 
sands of visitors welcomed. Ceremonies 
were conducted in practically every city 
in the country, with speakers acquaint- 
ing the American people with the activ- 
ities of a servant that plays an almost 


unknown to them yet exceedingly im- 
portant role in their lives. 
Speaking over a nationwide radio 


hook-up, Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Henry L. Rooosevelt told his audience 
that he was “happy to report that the 
welfare and efficiency of our Navy is at 
full tide.” 


“It is true that more ships must be 
built if we are to obtain the rank of a 
Navy second to none other, a status 
which has been freely accorded us by 
other world powers,” he said. “It is 
true, however, that an increase in Naval 
personnel will be necessary to man a 
Navy of such dimensions when built. 


But, towards the gradual increase of our 
Navy to that degree of sufficiency ac- 
corded us by treaty, and to that degree 
of efficiency within the capacity of our 
splendid naval personnel, this country is 
definitely committed.” 

Rear Adm. Joseph K. Taussig, Acting 
Chief of Naval Operations, was the other 


features speaker on Navy Day, giving 
two addresses over national hook-ups. 


He told of the need for an increase in 
naval personnel, spoke of the function of 
the Navy in protecting the coast against 
air attacks, and discussed the need of 
the United States Navy for battleships 
and heavy cruisers. 

“Prior to the Washington and London 
treaties each nation built ships accord- 
ing to its own peculiar needs without re- 
strictions as to numbers, types and 
sizes,” Admiral Taussig said. “Now we 
are restrained in all these elements. 
That there should be limitation is agreed 
to, I feel confident in saying, by prac-

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Pay Restoration Seen 
Urge Longevity Return 


While White House announcements 
this week made it clear that a restora- 
tion of full base pay may be anticipated 
for the services by next July at the lat- 
est, plans are also being made by the 
Departments to secure restoration of 
longevity increases in the next appropria- 
tion bill. 

Although the increases accompanying 
pay periods were restored to the services 
as well.as to other government agencies 
paid on a similar basis, it is not gen- 
erally known that the six uniform ser- 
vices are the only ones suffering a loss 
like that represented in their longevity 
increases, 

The Departments, it is understood, will 
exert every effort not only to have pay- 
ment of these “fogies” resumed, but they 
will endeavor to have the law amended 
80 that the Comptroller General will not 
deny them credit for pay purposes for 
the two years during which this economy 
provision has been in effect. 

It will be recalled that the Comptrol- 
ler has interpreted the economy law to 
mean that no credit of any kind may be 
given officers of the services for the two 
years during which the act has been in 
effect. If this ruling should hold after 
the law. has been repealed it would 
mean, as far as pay is concerned, that 
two years have been dropped ont of the 
careers of all service officers, 

It is not known what action will be 
taken regarding the reenlistment bonus 
for the soldiers, sailors and marines. Al- 
though the theory has been that this was 
offered as an inducement to retain the 
men in the service, the reenlistment 
bonus is looked upon in the service as 
a part of the pay due the men. This is 
particularly true as it concerns “old- 
timers” who count upon it in their bud- 
gets for meeting known expenses, insur- 
ance, education of their children and so 
forth. 

Also withheld are mounted pay and 
pay for aides. The loss of mounted pay, 
although not large, forces a large num- 
ber of officers who keep fine well bred 
mounts either to dispose of them, at 
a loss of their organization, or to carry 
them with their own funds. Aides, of 
course, have to incur expenses for uni- 
forms, ete., that justify their small addi- 
tional allowances formerly granted. 

While President Roosevelt has let it be 
known that he is basing the 1936 esti- 
mates on full base pay, he has also let it 
be known that he will not oppose res- 
toration of the full schedules as of Jan- 
vary 1, 1935, should Congress so vote. 
Neither will he aid such legislation. 

The President’s announcement that he 
would restore pay next July made it 
clear that he will not avail himself of 
the present law which permits him to 
wipe out the present five per cent cut 
next January. 

Organizations of government em-

January but to bring about a horizontal 
pay increase throughout all the govern- 
ment agencies in view of the rapidly ris- 
ing prices and the low scale on which 
they have been paid for many years.

Council’s Promotion Plan 
(Continued from First Page) 
just what school of promotion thought 
the plan drafted by the Council repre- 
sents. Selection up is said to appear in 
all grades above company grades; selec- 
tion out is to be practiced on all the 
grades; length of service is reputed to 
be the dominant factor in regulating the 
flow of promotion, yet basically the bill 
could be classified as a forced attrition 


measure tempered by permitting some 
voluntary retirements of World War 
officers. 

The fact that forced attrition plays 


such a commanding role in the proposed 
measure leads to some speculation as to 
whether or not the War Department has 
altered or will alter the views expressed 
nearly four years ago when in transmit- 
ting to Congress the report of the Inter- 
departmental Pay-Personnel Board the 
Department dissented emphatically from 
the forced attrition features of the 
Board's plan. At that time the Depart- 
ment promised to draft and submit a 
measure which would provide promotion 
relief without the forced attrition to 
which it objected. Subsequently the De- 
partment submitted the MacArthur plan, 
but neither house of Congress took any 
action upon it. Later the Bureau of the 
Budget objected to a revision of the 
plan because it represented an increase 
of slightly over $1,000,000 in expendi- 
tures. 

Whether or not the forced attrition 
provided in the new measure will over- 
come these objections remains to be 
seen, As recorded in the ARMY AND 
Navy JouRNAL last week, the proposed 
bill is said to have two forced attrition 
features: automatic retirement of offi- 
cers in the grades of major and above 
who are not selected as eligible for pro- 
motion at least once in a determined 
number of years (this applies regardless 
of the officer’s position on the list, as a 
matter of fact he may be a junior in his 
grade) ; and a pure selection out. It is 
contended that the latter would not be 
resorted to unless separations by present 
normal methods, including Class B, and 
from automatic retirements for being 
“passed over,” and from voluntary re- 
tirements, fail to produce the amount of 
attrition which the board of generals 
deems necessary to provide proper pro- 
motion. 

An outstanding feature of the bill 
which has been the subject of no end 
of comment in Washington is the ex-

He was also 
commended by the then Secretary of 
the Navy, Josephus Daniels. For his ser 
vices in Nicaragua. he was awarded the 
Nicaraguan Medal of Distinction. 

Co] Porter becomes a brigadier gen- 
eral upon his assumption of the office 
of Adiutant and Ispector. 

He is a member of an old distin- 
guished Navy family. His father and 
grandfather were both naval officers. Ap- 
pointed a second lieutenant in the Ma- 
rine Corps in May, 1898, he was sent 


to the Philippine Islands in August 
1899. In 1900, he participated § in 
the relief expedition to Peking, and 


the engagement at Tientsin, China, dur- 
ing the Boxer Rebellion. He was com- 
missioned a captain in March, 1901, and

These tryouts are open to all prospective 
Army candidates, both riders and horses, 
S'nce the Comptroller General has ruled that 
public funds cannot be used in connection 
with Olympic training, the costs of trans- 
portation to and from these tryouts must be 
borne by the individuals or the organizations 
sponsoring them. 

5. All other army centers of horse activ- 
ity are invited and urged to participate in 
these tryouts with selected entries with a 
view to competing for places on the Olympic 
Squad.

Army Notes in the Press 

Rome, Oct. 29 (AP).—The last echo 
of disarmament talk died out here today 
when Premier Mussolini, resplendent in 
the uniform of a Fascist warrior, set in 
motion machinery to make Italy a “mili- 
taristic” nation. 

Every male Italian between the ages 
of 8 and 33 will be trained in the use 
of arms under the supervision of an 
inspectorate of pre and post military ser- 
vice which he inaugurated this after- 
noon, 

Upon attaining their eighth year, Ital- 
ian boys henceforth must enter the Fas- 
cist Balilla organization to receive what 
is called “pre-military” instruction. They 
will be trained with miniature but nev- 
ertheless serviceable rifles. 

At 14 they will advance into the 
Avanguardisti, where this training will 
become more intense and where they also 
will be instructed in the use of machine 
guns and field artillery. 

Upon turning their eighteenth year 
they will join the Young Fascists of 
Combat for final instruction preilminary 
to regular service, and at 21 they will 
be called to the colors for an enrollment 
or a year and a half. 

After they have completed this service 
they will have to engage in post-military 
practice for 10 more years. Every Sun- 
day and holiday they will be obliged to 
report for drill, and once each year they 
will be sent to a military camp for a 
period of two weeks. 

Paralleling the above training, schools 
and colleges will set up student military 
bodies, and courses in military culture 
will become an obligatory part of the 
school curriculum.—Washington Star.

Paris, Oct. 20 (U.S.)—The ministry of 
war has just ordered another cavalry 
regiment motorized. Simultaneously, 
news of the new type of military vehicle, 
now being manufactured by the Lorraine 
works, became public. 

The caterpillar traction, so much fa- 
vored during the last war, has been 
abandoned in favor of a multiple-wheeled 
wagon’ with each wheel connected with 
the motor. It has been found that this 
type of car moves faster and is just as 
effective over rough terrain. 

The chassis depends upon an enor- 
mously resistant central tube that con- 
nects the motor with the rear axle and 
supports the whole car. The body bears 
no strain. The whole chassis is com- 
posed of three parts, the motor based on 
the front axle, the central tube and the 
rear axle. 

Everything is arranged as to be easily 
accessible. Even in case of serious 
trouble it is not necessary to lift off the 
body.

Navy to Repair USS America 


Secretary Swanson announces that the 
Navy Department has requested bids for 
the repair of the famous yacht America 
which is now preserved at the Naval 
Academy as a historic relic. 


The extent of the work done on the 
America will be determined by the 
amounts of the bids submitted, which 
will be on two schedules of require- 
ments; one to include repairs to the hull 
of the ship and the other to include 
restoration for use under sail in addi- 
tion to necessary repairs. The bids will 
be opened Oct. 80. 


The America has had a picturesque 
and varied career. After her capture 
from the Confederate forces, she was 
used by the United States Navy on 
blockade duty off the Atlantic coast dur- 
ing the Civil War, and she was subse- 
quently used as a school ship at the 
Naval Academy until 1873, when she was 
offered at public sale and purchased by 
Gen. Benjamin F. Butler. 

In 1921, upon payment of one dollar 
by the United States Navy, the America 
was received at the Naval Academy from 
the representatives of the Eastern Yacht 
Corporation, Marblehead, Mass., on the 
behalf of Mr. Charles H. W. Foster, of 
Boston, Mass., her owner, who had pur- 
chased her from the descendants of Gen- 
eral Butler in 1917. 


When the America was turned over to 
the Naval Academy it was with the 
understanding that she would be kept 
up by the Navy. At the time of the 
recent America Cup races, it was pro- 
posed to tow the old yacht to Newport 
to be present during the contest for the 
trophy she had brought to America by 
her victory in the Royal Yacht Squadron 
Regatta off Cowes, England, in August, 
1851. Inspection of the yacht at that 
time showed that her condition made 
such a voyage unsafe. The Navy de- 
sires to take steps to prevent further 


. deterioration and possible loss of the 


vessel and an investigation of the possi- 
bility of making essential repairs to the 
hull and of rigging the vessel for sailing 
is again being undertaken at this time 
in order to determine the least cost for 
which the absolutely essential work could 
be undertaken. 


Complete Idaho Modernization 


Secretary of the Navy Swanson an- 
nounced this week that the moderniza- 
tion of the USS Idaho has been com- 
pleted and that she will leave the Nor- 
folk area Nov. 8 for a shakedown cruise 
to Guantanamo and the Canal Zone. 
After final tests, she will rejoin the Fleet 
in the spring of 1985, after an absence 
of three and a half years. 

On July 1, 1984, the Idaho was placed 
in full commission under command of 
Capt. Forde A. Todd, USN, and has been 
in the Norfo'k area taking on stores and 
fnel. The Idaho was authorized by Act 
of Congress, June 30, 1914, and was com- 
pleted on March 24, 1919. After 12 
years’ service, she was ordered to the 
Norfolk Navy Yard for modernization in 
September, 1931, and is the tenth of the 
battleships now in commission to be 
modernized. 

The modernization of the Idaho, which 
cost approximately $8,000,000, included 
generally : 

Additional defense against submarines 














and air attack, including installation of 
“blisters” and additional armored deck 
protection. 

Improvements in oil burning equip- 
ment and main propulsion machinery. 

Increasing elevation of turret guns 
from 15 to 30 degrees. , 

Installation of latest types tripod 
masts and fire control tops. 

Installation of the latest improved 
type of main and secondary fire control 
systems. 

Installation of latest type airplane 
launching and handling facilities. 

Installation of eight five-inch 
aircraft guns and accompanying 
fire control system. 

Miscellaneous alterations and repairs.

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| SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


The “Fleet Committee” Protest—No action—remedia! or otherwise—will be taken 
by the Bureau of Navigation in regard to the charge that the Bureau is responsible 
for the present plight in which many naval officers of the grade of lieutenant now 
find themselves as the result of the very drastic selection, and the further charge 
that the World War group has consistently received “a poor deal” from the Bureau 
in regard to pay and promotion. The charges were made in “An Open Letter to 
Congress” and were published in the AkRMy AND Navy JourNaL last week. The 
letter as published was signed by “Fleet Committee,” its author’s name being with- 
held by the JournaL at his request. 

Rear Adm. William D. Leahy, USN, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, said 
this week that he will take no action in regard to the letter. 

“What the anonymous author of the letter is really saying,” said Admiral 
Leahy, “is that he is not going to get as much retired pay as he thinks he should 
get. He declares that more retirements should be made in the upper grades, in 
which cases the retired pay is much higher. This is just what Congress will not 
permit, however. We had a very difficult time convincing them that there should 
be any retired pay allowed at all. During the hearings many of them took the 
view that if they were getting rid of men who had been in their employ for four- 
teen years they would let them go with nothing. We tried to get Congress to 
allow us to keep those not selected on the active list so that when they were 
retired they would receive more retired pay. Congress would not permit this 
to be done.” 

In regard to the statement that precepts to selection boards had prevented 
more drastic selection in the past, Admiral Leahy declared that the precepts did 
not limit the boards’ activities. 

“Under the law,” he stated, “the board is charged with selecting the best 
officers before them. They can take them from the top or they can go way down 
to the bottom of the list. The precepts do not limit them at all.” 

Asked if he considered that the selection boards in the past had been too 
“lenient,” the Admiral said that he was of the opinion that “in the past few years, 
selections have been satisfactory.” The “Fleet Committee” charges in its letter 
that the present predicament is caused by selection boards in the past failing to 
do their duty. 

The Jetter stated that the legislation which instituted selection to lieutenant 
and lieutenant commander was “hurriedly pushed through Congress by the Bureau 
of Navigation with the aid of carefully coached ‘yes’ men picked from the junior 
officers who did not realize the true import and final effect of the bill.” It declared 
that a large number of junior officers are being sacrificed “to cover up” and “pay 
for the selfishness and mistakes of a few Navy ‘tops’.” An even change with other 
groups of officers was asked for as well as higher pay for those retired. A _ post- 
script to the letter urged young officers to write to their Senator and Congress- 
man and inclose the letter. 





National Guard Rifle Ranges-—-A serious situation confronts the National Guard 
of many of the states as the result of a recent War Department requirement 


increasing the safety requirements for their small arms target ranges. The National 
Guard Association looks with anxiety at the problem and has instructed its repre- 
sentatives to urge the War Department to modify the new requirements (set 
forth in TR 140-5 as amended by section 8, War Department circular No. 17, 1934). 
Should such a modification not be granted the Association authorized its officers 
to “insist that a modified or reduced cartridge be furnished the Guard especially 
for target practice at 200 yards.” 

The new requirements considerably increase the size of the danger zones of 
the ranges as compared with the danger zones formerly required when caliber .30 


Model 1906 ammunition was used. 
Guard officers who have studied the situation hold that these regulations will 
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operate to make obsolete a great many of the existing National Guard rifle ra 
which were procured with difficulty and considerable expenditure of both Federa] 
and State funds. Many of these ranges are so located that the additiona] land 
required to make them safe under the new regulations cannot be procured and the 
range therefore becomes a loss to the state and federal governments. In many 
localities, it is said, it will be virtually impossible to procure a range complying 
with the new safety requirements. Some of them believe the regulations to be 
too severe and would urge that the matter of the safety of the range be left to the 
judgment of local responsible officers. 

Should modification of the regulations not be forthcoming, the Association 
officers believe that there are no technical difficulties surrounding the production 
of a cartridge of lesser range than the one now in use. The present bullet, they 
say, can be utilized with a smaller charge of a suitable powder to give a muzgle 
velocity in the neighborhood of 2,250 foot seconds. This, they say, should haye 
excellent accuracy, would not be in any way wearing on the bore of the rifle, ang 
would have an extreme range which would make it entirely safe on any rifle range 
which has previously been safe with the caliber .30 Model 1906 ammunition. Algo, 
they hold, the proposed cartridge would give sufficient recoil to insure those megs. 
ures of training which are necessary with the M1 ammunition. 

The 1906 ammunition had a 150 gain flat base bullet with a muzzle velocity 
of 2,700 foot seconds. The new caliber .30M1 cartridge has a 172 grain bhoat-tajj 
bullet with a muzzle velocity of 2,640 foot seconds. The extreme range of the 
caliber .30 Model 1906 ammunition with barrel elevated at an angle of 30 degrecs 
was approximately 3,300 yards. Under similar conditions the extreme range of 
the caliber .30 M1 ammunition is 5,600 yards. The angle of ricochet is not mate. 
rially different with either cartridge. 

It is suggested by officers of the National Guard that a very suitable cartridge 
for use in the National Guard for firing at 200 yards would be a duplication of 
the cartridge which the Ordnance Department loaded for use at 300 meters for the 
International Rifle Team about five years ago—namely the caliber .30 Model 19% 
case, 172 grain boat-tail bullet and 37.5 grains of Hercules Hivel Powder or other 
suitable powder to give a muzzle velocity of approximately 2,250 foot seconds, 


President Inspects New Destroyer—0Of the thousands of Washingtonians who saw 
the Navy’s latest destroyer, the Farragut, at the Washington Navy Yard last week, 
none are said to have been as enthusiastically interested as a man whose parents 
wouldn’t let him go to the Naval Academy but who became its Commander-in-Chief. 

Braving a biting wind, President Franklin D. Roosevelt drove down to the 
Navy Yard in an open car last Sunday for a look at the Farragut, the first 
destroyer built since the World War program was completed in 1922. For fifteen 
minutes he questioned Comdr. Elliott Buckmaster, USN, its commanding officer, 
about the ship, its speed and guns, ete., while the ship’s complement stood at atten- 
tion on the deck. He did not go aboard. Accompanying him were his naval aide, 
Capt. Wilson Brown, USN, and Mrs. Brown. 


Army Chaplains Notes—April 25 and 26 are the dates set for the tenth annual 
convention of the Chaplains’ Association at Louisville, Ky. 

The Chief of Chaplains’ tour of visitation in November will take him to Forts 
Bragg, N. C., Moultrie, 8S. C., Screven, Benning, McPherson, Oglethorpe, Ga., and 
McClellan, Ala. He will make the address at the dedication of the new chapel 
at Ft. Benning on Sunday, November 18. On Monday, November 12, he will address 
the Reserve Officers’ Association banquet at Selinsgrove, Pa. 

A joint exhibit setting forth the activities of Army and Navy Chaplains was 
maintained at the triennial General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
held at Atlantic City, N. J., last month. Chaplain S. C. Ramsden, retired, kindly 
took charge of the booth. He was assisted by Chaplain 8. W. Salisbury, USN. 

There are 1.225 chaplains in the Reserve Corps. During the years there are 
losses and gains with the net result that the corps practically maintains this numeri- 
cal strength. It is to be hoped that this year will mark a considerable strengthen 
ing of the Reserve Chaplains’ Corps, even though it may not reach 1.800 members, 
which is approximately its authorized strength. The office of the Chief of Chap-

Navy Transportation Instructions—As a result of conference between officials of 
the Bureau of Navigation and railroad representatives held recently at Chicago, 
new instructions have been drawn up as to issuance of transportation requests to 
naval personnel. In cases where issuing officers authorize more costly class of 
transportation than is permitted, the issuing officer will probably be checked for 
the loss, it is stated. 

The instructions published by the Bureau of Navigation provide: 

“When passenger is required to travel entirely by coach from starting point 
to destination, issue request for ‘coach’ class ticket. 

“When passenger is entitled only to tourist sleeping car accommodations if 
available from starting point to destination, issue request for ‘Int’ class ticket. 
Abbreviation stands for ‘intermediate.’ 

“When passenger is entitled to standard sleeping car accommodations from 
starting point to destination, issue request calling for ‘first’ class ticket. 

“When the passenger is traveling by two, or ali three, of the above classes, 
the request should call for a ‘mix.’ class ticket. When the request is issued for 
this class of ticket (mixed), insert in capital letters, on the face of the request, 
at the end of the ‘via’ line, ‘SEE BACK.’ On the back of the request show 2 
detail the mixed class transportation desired. For example, an enlisted man 
proceeding by coach from New York to Buffalo, by standard sleeper Buffalo to 
Chicago, by tourist sleeper Chicago to San Francisco. This request should call 
for a ‘mix.’ class, with the words ‘SEE BACK’ at the end of the ‘via’ line, and 
on the back of the request write ‘coach class Buffalo, first class Chicago, inter- 
mediate class San Francisco.’ = 

“The Bureau understands that there is no ‘coach’ fare at present, New York 
to Buffalo. The ‘coach’ accommodations in this case carry the first class rate. 
This subject was discussed at a recent joint conference with the railroad repr 
sentatives at Chicago, and it was agreed that the instructions contained in - 
letter would be sent all Navy officers issuing transportation. The railroads wi 
send similar instructions to the ticket agents. /

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Win Journal CCC Awards 
(Continued from First Page) 
move to Camp Northfolk, Estacada, 
Ore., where the company arrived May 28, 
1933. The organization then remained 
on the West Coast to complete the first 
enrollment period, also being stationed 
at Camp Plaza, Ore., Camp Bonnerville, 
Wash., and Vancouver Barracks, Wash., 
during this sojourn. On Oct. 17, 1933, 
the organization arrived at Ft. Sheridan 
for duty in the 6th Corps Area. Having 
been brought to full strength by the as- 
signment to it of newly enrolled men, 
Company 608 moved to Camp Skokie 
Valley, Dec. 12, 1983, where it has re- 

mained ever since. 

As stationed at Camp Skokie Valley, 
Company 608 faces a busy highway. 
Consequently, the office, warehouse and 
mess hall are arranged in such a man- 
ner as to shield the rear area and bar- 
racks from the view of passing motor- 
ists. 

The front area is very attractive. 
lower beds, small trees, shrubs, vines, 
flagstone walks and portaled 
greet the eye of both visitor and inspec- 
tor with approval. 

The rear area, where the barracks, 
wash room, boiler room and latrines are 
located, is not so elaborate as the front 
area, but, as in the whole area, neat- 
ness, cleanliness and orderliness are em- 
phasized. However, one will observe 
many shrubs, flowers, small trees and 
brick walks in the vicinity of the com- 
pany’s six barracks.

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National Guard Resolutions 

A resolution urging the enactment of 
legislation making it possible to place 
officers of the National Guard of the 
United States on active duty on the same 
terms as those of the Officers Reserve 
Corps was adopted by the National 
Guard Association of the United States 
at its recent convention in Nashville, 
Tenn. 

Such legislation would make possible 
the assignment of National Guard offi- 
cers to extended active duty such as 
that with the Civilian Conservation 
Corps. It has been held that under the 
present law there is no authority to give 
National Guard officers active duty 
(other than their normal drills and 
training) except in the National Guard 
Bureau and on the War Department 
General Staff. In order to change this 
situation the Association voted to work 
for legislation to make it definite that 
Guard officers “may in time of peace 
with their consent be ordered to active 
duty in a manner similar in every re- 
spect to that in which members of the 
Officers Reserve Corps are now ordered 
to active duty.” 

Other legislation to be sought includes 
that to provide that the number of offi- 
cers in grades from second lieutenant to 
lieutenant colonel, inclusive, be not re- 
stricted to the war strength requirements 
and to provide that an officer who has 
served in the National Guard of the 
United States in a grade above that of 
lieutenant colonel may if he so elects 
remain in the National Guard of the 
United States in the grade of lieutenant 
colonel or any lower grade. 

The Association will also work for 
legislation to provide that officers of the 
National Guard of the United States 
may administer the oath of enlistment ; 
to make officers eligible for active duty 
whether or not they are assigned to 
units; and to improve the situation as 
to caretakers. 

In the National Guard status Dill 
passed by the last Congress there was a 
provision which the Guard Association 
advocated making the Chief of the Na- 
tional Guard Bureau specifically eligible 
to succeed himself. When the bill was 
engrossed and signed by the President, 
however, the word “not” appeared in it, 
making the intent exactly opposite to 
that advocated by the Guard. This the 
association will work to have changed. 

Texts of Resolutions 

The texts of some of the other resolu- 
tions adopted by the Association are as 
follows: 

Training Camp Construction 

Whereas the National Guard has for a 
number of years had an approved construc- 
tion program cevering all training camps 
throughout the country, which program is 
still in a very uncomplete state, and 

Whereas the Congress of the United States 
has appropriated a large sum to be used for 
construction purposes and to relieve unem- 
ployment, said sum being administered 
through the Public Works Administration 
under Secretary Ickes as Chairman, and 

Whereas the allotment from said PWA 
funds of $9,000,000 with which to complete 
the National Guard building program would 
distribute that sum throughout every state 
in the Union, thereby reaching unemployed 
in every state and meeting the purposes for 
which Congress appropriated the money in 
a most admirable manner and at the same 
time accomplishing the much needed con- 
struction and improvements in the many 
camps throuvhout the United States, 

Therefore, BE IT RESOLVEID. That the 
officers of this Association are hereby di- 
rected to ca!l upon Secretary Ickes and en- 
deavor to secure approximately $9.000,000 
from PWA funds with which to complete 
the construction program at all National 
Guard Training Camps throughout’ the 
United States. 

Extra Motorization 


Whereas The Chief National Guard 
Bureau has practically motorized the Na- 


tional Guard from savings made through 
economies effected, and 

Whereas a continuance of this polley will 
make available sufficient funds, with which 
to complete said motorization program, pro- 
vided such savings can be made immediately 
available.

Increase Strength

to its strength, at a maximum of 199 
officers and enlisted men. This action on the 
part of the National Guard was taken jn gy 
effort to meet the wishes of Congress at , 
time when that body felt they could not {p. 
crease the appropriation necessary for the 
maintenance of the National Guard at greater 
strength. 

It is quite evident that if the Nationg 
Guard of the United States is to function 
properly and efficiently and with expedi. 
tion in case of a major emergency, that the 
Divisional organizations of the Nation) 
Guard should be immediately completed, 

A recent study indicates that the essentig) 
units of the 18 Infantry Divisions will re. 
quire an additional increased maintenanee 
strength of 10,000 and the so-called nop. 
essential units will require an additiona) 
maintenance strength of 10,200. 

Therefore, BE IT RESOLVED: by this 
Convention, that the Executive Committee be, 
and is hereby, directed to take immediate 
steps by presentation to the Director of the 
Budget and the Congress of these facts, and 
that every effort be made to secure addi. 
tional appropriations within the next two 
years to give to the National Guard the ad- 
ditional enlisted strength of 10,000 men in 
order that the essential units of the 18 Ip- 
fantry Divisions may be organized and fed- 
erally recognized not later than June 30, 
1937; Provided that the additional strength, 
when and as obtained, be given to those 
states to which the above mentioned essen- 
tial units are allocated by the Chief, Na- 
tional Guard Bureau. 


Reappoint General Leach 

For the past three years the National 
Guard has been most fortunate in having 
as Chief of its Bureau in the War Depart. 
ment a fearless and capable leader. 

Maj. Gen. George E. Leach has served us 
with loyalty and devotion. He has shown 
at all times initiative, intelligence and true 
leadership. Under his administration the Na- 
tional Guard has moved steadily forward. 
Never in its history was it better equipped 
or more efficient. Much of the credit for our 
present favorable position is due him. 

We believe that our continued progress can 
best be guaranteed by retaining General 
Leach as the Chief of our Bureau in the 
War Department. 

Therefore, BE IT RESOLVED: that it is 
the sense of this Convention that our newly 
elected Executive Committee be, and is here- 
by, directed to wait upon the Secretary of 
War and the President of the United States 
and formally request the appointment of 
Maj. Gen. George E. Leach at this time, as 
Chief of the National Guard Bureau, for 4 
period of four years, under the provisions of 
the Act of June 15, 1933. 

National Rifle and Pistol Matches 

Whereas the experience of the years 1982, 
1933 and 1934 has clearly indicated the stead- 
ily declining interest in small arms practice

Maj. Gen. Thomas Q. Donaldson, USA- 
Ret., who participated in the last battles 
against the Sioux Indians and who 
served as Inspector General in France 
during the World War, died Friday 
night, Oct. 26, at Veterans Hospital, 
East Northport, L. I. 

He was the son of Col. Thomas Quin- 
ton and Susan Barbara Hoke Donald- 
son and was born at Greenville, 8. C. 
He attended local schools and then en- 
tered the Patrick Military Institute, 
where his interest in a military career 
became his life’s ambition. 

In a competitive examination at the 
academy General Donaldson won an ap- 
pointment to West Point, from which 
he was graduated in 1887. 

As a second lieutenant of the old 
Seventh Cavalry under Col. James W. 
Forsythe, he took part in Indian fighting 
on the Rosebud Reservation. He fought 
against the Sioux in 1890-91, and saw 
action at Wounded Knee and White Clay 
Creek. 

In the early years of the Nineties he 
was Professor of Military Science at the 
Patrick Military Institute, then at the 
Clemson Agricultural College, Ft. Hill, 
Ss. C. He served in Cuba in the war 
with Spain and was with the Eighth

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Ships and National Safety 


An exceedingly thoughtful study of 
“Ships and National Safety” has come 
to our attention from the pen of the dis- 
tinguished international authority, the 
Rev. Edmund A. Walsh, S8.J., Ph.D., 
LL.D., Vice President, Georgetown Uni- 
versity and Regent of its School of For- 
eign Service. Dr. Walsh points out that 
of the 37,389,000 tons of merchant ves- 
sels in the world, Great Britain ranks 
first with 14,119,000 tons, the United 
States second with 3,084,000 tons, and 
Japan third with 3,049,000 tons, and in 
1934 construction the United States is 
the last of twelve maritime nations with 
22,225 tons on the ways as against 604,- 
296 for Great Britain and 149,750 for 
Japan. ‘The inspiration for the study 
was the recent proposal of Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace for an increase of 
carriage by foreign countries in order to 
promote their American exports and im- 
ports. Dr. Walsh argues that “to handi- 
cap our fleet of independent ocean car- 
riers for the transitory advantage of a 
possibly lower rate on British, German 
or Scandinavian ships would be to barter 
security for immediate profit. Quick 
gain, long lament!” Granting equal and 
fair treatment for American goods car- 
ried in foreign tonnage, still, Dr. Walsh 
states, “there still would remain the in- 
escapable fact that the United States 
would be exposed to any powerful anta- 
gonist who had the foresight to provide 
a strong Merchant Marine capable of 
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Defense in time of war. I rate the Navy 
first, an armed Merchant Marine second, 
the land and air forces third.” Here are 
some further extracts from Dr. Walsh’s 
forceful paper: 

“The result of the Act of September, 
1932, has been the creation for Japan of 
the most mddern merchant fleet of cargo 
craft operated by any nation. * * * The 
Japanese Navy has been provided with a 
potential fleet train capable of serving 
naval units on account of its remarkable 
speed and wide cruising radius. The 
Japanese Army sees in the new vessels 
able transports and supply ships in the 
event of emergency. * * * The determina- 
tion of Great Britain to regain suprem- 
acy (maritime) is evidenced by the size 
of the Queen Mary, and the purpose to 
build a sister ship. * * * A Merchant 
Marine is not evaluated by simple arith- 
matic, by a mere counting of hulls and 
adding up the tons involved. The Navy 
will endorse that reservation. Speed is 
a prime consideration ; ability to compete 
with the modernized fleets of other na- 
tions will determine the true worth and 
efficiency of the American Merchant Ma- 
rine as it does in the case of the Navy. 
If sea power may be defined as Naval 
vessels plus bases plus merchant ton- 
nage, then speed multiplied by tonnage 
divided by cost of operation equals the 
value of a Merchant Marine. In that 
equation we rank eighth in respect to 
the age of our working fleet and fifth 
with respect to speed. Failure to build, 
failure to replace, failure to modernize 
have kept us anchored towards the bot- 
tom of the list. * * * The United States, 
in its enthusiasm for disarmament and 
with superlative good faith has so re- 
tarded its shipbuilding activities that we 
now rank a poor third among the navies 
of the world, * * * Where can such a 
record be duplicated? The main ambi- 
tion we cherish as expressed by statute, 
is to possess a Merchant Marine suffi- 
cient to carry the greater portion of our 
commerce in our own ships. * * * Ger- 
many would have hesitated long before 
initiating her historic submarine cam- 
paign if the United States was then in a 
position to transport, serve and ration 
two million men in France.” 

There are other important and perti- 
nent observations made by Dr. Walsh, 
including his advocacy of continued and 
sufficient subsidies. The address is one 
which all interested in the Merchant Ma- 
rine can read with profit. 





Observe Navy Day 
(Continued from First Page) 


This because we believe that proper lim- 
itation which tends toward a balance of 
sea power between the nations concerned 
is an important factor in the mainte- 
nance of peace. But we cannot dismiss 
from our minds the knowledge that when 
peace fails, the Navy first, and then the 
Army, will bear the brunt of the con- 
flict. So, as I previously stated, the Navy 
is vitally concerned in the size, types and 
numbers of ships which constitute the 
Fleet. 

“Sea Power is composed of combatant 
ships, that is the Navy, the Merchant 
Marine, and Naval Bases. In comparison 
with some nations we are far behind in 
the size and capacity of our Merchant 
Marine. In comparison with practically 
all countries which have outlying posses- 
sions we are woefully lacking in Naval 
Bases. We should bear in mind that the 
Washington Treaty for the Limitation of 
Naval Armaments prohibits this Country 
from establishing new Naval Bases in 
the Western Pacific and in the Aleutian 
Islands. Also that the Treaty does per- 
mit merchant vessels to be built so that 
guns up to six inches in caliber may be 
installed in case of war. This Country 
being deficient in the Merchant Marine 
and Naval Bases makes it mandatory 
that the part of Sea Power represented 
by the Navy be just as powerful as the 
treaty limits permit. 

“Now it is well known to other nations 
that by weakening purely naval strength, 
—even if all nations accept the same 








more than any other, suffers in relative 
Sea Power. This is the reason that we 
find the foreign propaganda which is 
broadcast in our magazines and news- 
papers for the abolition of or the reduc- 
tion in size of battleships and for the 
limitation of the number of cruisers per- 
mitted to carry eight inch guns. We need 
the battleship because of its capacity to 
carry the big guns which are desired by 
us owing to the lack of defended bases. 
We need the battleship because only in 
a large ship can sufficient fuel be car- 
ried to transport the ship to our distant 
possessions. We need the battleship be- 
cause with the great advance in the de- 
velopment of aircraft and submarines it 
is the only type of ship in which the de- 
fensive qualities can be embodied for 
withstanding the shock of bombs and 
torpedoes. 

“The eight inch gun cruiser is essen- 
tial to this Country not only because of 
its size which provides for adequate 
steaming radius, but what is more im- 
portant because the Washington Treaty 
permits merchant ships to carry guns of 
six inches in caliber. Perhaps I can 
make myself clear in this matter by tak- 
ing the extreme case where all eight inch 
cruisers were abolished. Each nation 
then would convert merchant ships into 
cruisers carrying six inch guns. The 
British nation—for example—has a much 
larger merchant marine than ours, so 
in spite of the apparent equality in fight- 
ing ships of other types there would be 
no doubt as to which nation would ac- 
tually rule the seas. * * * 

“In the few moments left me, I wish 
to leave with you a very important 
thought, and that is: no matter what 
type of ships compose the Navy,, they 
are only inanimate objects until the Na- 
val personnel imbues them with life. 
Ships without officers and men are use- 
less. Ships only partially manned are a 
source of weakness instead of a tower 
of strength. We are at present operating 
our Fleet with many of the larger ships 
having less than eighty per cent of the 
personnel necessary for efficient opera- 
tion. Our greatest need at present is 
more enlisted men which we hope that 
the Congress in its wisdom will author- 
ize at the coming session. 

“I need not dwell upon the value of the 


. Navy used jointly with the Army in pro- 


tecting the country against military in- 
vasion from overseas,” Admiral Taussig 
stated in his other address. “But the 
confused state of the public mind on the 
question of air attack calls for comment 
here. 

“The Navy believes that the country’s 
best defense against large scale air raids 
from overseas can be given by the Navy 
itself. This is true because such an at- 
tack must come most of the way in ships. 
There is no prospect for many years of 
an airplane being able to fly here from 
across an ocean when carrying a war 
load of bombs, machine guns, ammuni- 
tion, ete. It is only when the war load 
is eliminated that sufficient fuel to make 
the long flight can be put on board the 
plane. There is of course the bare pos- 
sibility of planes reaching our shores 
with a war load by making intermediate 
refuelling stops. But this could not be 
done without first establishing great air 
bases; and the Navy is the best defense 
against the establishment of such indis- 
pensable air bases. 

“The only kind of strong air attack 
which we need consider seriously is that 
which may come in ships to within a 
thousand miles of our shores. The 
enemy ships which carry the _ hostile 
planes, together with their reserves of 
fuel and war equipment must be sunk; 
or driven off before their great air 
forces are launched against our coast. 
Only naval forces—which nowadays 
mean a combination of ships and many 
airplanes—can do this so far out at sea. 
Hence the Navy is now faced with a new 
national function and responsibil- 
ity. * * * 

“The security of our overseas posses- 
sions is mainly a question of naval pro-

Financial Digest 

The Federal Reserve Board's condi. 
tion statement of weekly reporting mem. 
ber banks in 91 leading cities on October 
24 shows increases for the week of 
$16,000,000 in net demand deposits, $15, 
000,000 in time deposits and $20,000,000 
in reserve balances with Federal Reserve 
banks, and decreases of $80,000,000 ip 
Government deposits and $4,000,000 ip 
total loans and investments. 

Loans on securities to brokers and 
dealers in New York and outside New 
York increased $2,000,000 each, while 
other loans on securities declined $12. 
000,000, practically all in the New York 
district. Holdings of acceptances and 
commercial paper and loans on real 
estate show no material changes for the 
week. “Other loans” increased $8,000,000 
in the New York district, and declined 
$5,000,000 in the Chicago district, $4, 
000,000 in the Boston district and $3,000, 
000 at all reporting member banks. 

Holdings of United States Government 

direct obligations increased $9,000,000 in 
the Chicago district, $3,000,000 in the 
Richmond district and $4,000,000 at all 
reporting member banks, and declined 
$4,000,000 in the Boston district. Hold- 
ings of obligations fully guaranteed by 
the United States Government increased 
$6,000,000 in the New York district, 
5,000,000 in the Philadelphia district 
and $17,000,000 at all reporting banks, 
Holdings of other securities declined 
$15,000,000 in the New York district and 
$12,000,000 at all reporting banks.

Army to Remove Morro Castle 
trig. Gen. George B. Pillsbury, Acting 


| Ghief of Engineers, announced this week 


that the Engineer Department was pro- 
ceeding with the removal of the wreck 
of the ill-fated Morro Castle, driven 
ashore under tragic circumstances a 
short time ago near Asbury Park, N. J.

Honor Unknown Hero 

Many members of the American Le- 
gion returning from their convention at 
Miami, Fla., stopped in Washington to 
pay homage at the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier in Arlington National Cemetery.

If, 
in the future, it is to be answered as 
readily and splendidly as this man and 
his millions of comrades on land and sea 
answered it, then we have no need to 





fear for the future of our nation. 

“His sacrifice brought peace and with 
the Armistice, which was the result of 
the splendid effort made by the Ameri- 
cans, there can be no responsibility for 
that peace which is still ours; and if we 
are to keep the faith, the ideals for 
which this man fought, we should as 


good citizens learn the needs of our 
country, and knowing them assist her in 


meeting them, giving all that is ours in 
her service, decrying all that which is 
alien and ignoble, and consecrate our- 
selves anew in the presence of the un- 
known soldier to our bounded duty to 
our beloved country. 

“To this brave soldier boy we can 
offer no worthy tribute. His work is 
beyond our power to praise; his record 
cannot be brightened by anything that 
we may say, but we stand with proud 
and brave hearts before his bier for the 
glory of his accomplishment laid on the 
altar of his country, which was his gift 
to the nation. 

“So, let our deportment be such that 
we may worthily honor the flag for 
which he died and the flag which we 
salute, and the American Legion to 
which we belong.” 





Train Pilots in Blind Flying 

Sixteen Army pilots, picked from vari- 
ous Air Corps stations throughout the 
United States, have just completed the 
first week of their special course in blind 
flying and avigation at Rockwell Field, 
Coronado, Calif. 

Every morning during the past week 
has been spent in the classroom work- 
ing problems, studying sun curves, plot- 
ting courses, and applying the art of 
aerial navigation now. known as “aviga- 
tion.” Afternoons find these officers 
under the hoods of blind flying airplanes 
practicing landings, spins, loops, etc., 
without a view of the outside world.

tion. Beyond that is darkness. A 
pilot is carried in each airplane to jp. 
sure against collision in the air with any 
other blindfolded aviator.
